.New York, November 8.—To The Constitution: Indications at this 
hour (midnight) are that Roosevelt has carried the state by 15,000 to 
20,000 plurality. Van Wyck’s plurality in Greater New York is about 
72,000. Tammany elects its judiciary ticket. Albany, New York, Kings 
and Westchester counties gain seven democratic congressmen.

New York, November 8.—(By Associated Press.)}—Theodore Roosevelt, repub- 
lican, late colonel of the First United States volunteer cavalry, has been elected 
governor of this state by a plurality of anywhere from 18,000 to 20,000. All Colonel 
Roosevelt's associates on the republican state ticket are probably elected with him. 


Returns Are Not Wholly Complete. 


The returns both from Greater New York and from the counties outside of this 
municipality are incomplete, but enough have been received to indicate a heavy 
falling off in the vote up the state, while that in the city was wel] sustained. The 
consequence is a falling off in the republican plurality in the state from 212,000 to 
the approximated figures given above. 

Outside of Greater New York the vote for Van Wyck is only about one-fifth 
of 1 per cent above that of Porter in 18%. There appears to be a loss of four re- 
publican congressmen in the Brooklyn districta,.the.second, fourth, fifth and sixth, 
and Congressman. Quigg, who had a majority of BUOUt 5,000 at the election last year, 
has been Géfeated by William Astor Chanler. 

In the Albany district, the twentieth. Glynn, democrat, has been elected to suc- 
céed Southwick, republican. 

The total republican vote when received will prebably show a falling off, as com- 
pared with that for Governor Black, in 1896, of about 14 per cent. 

In the municipality of New York: the old-time democratic majority was approx- 
imated, Van Wyck’'s vote being about 80,000 greater than that of the republican 
candidate. This latter result wags helped in some measure in the borough of 
Brooklyn (Kings county), which in 1896.gave Black, republican, a plurality of 23, 682, 
but today gave a democratic plurality of about 16,830. Brooklyn is the home of 
Judge Van Wyck, but this fact does not wholly explain the practical reversal of 
pluralities, which, it is possible, is attributable to the lukewarmness of the friends 
of Jacob Worth, who was deposed from the chairmanship of the county committee 
as a consequence of his opposition to the plans of Senator Platt in. the mayoralty 
contest last) year, 


Some Precincts Are Not Heard From. 


The returns from many counties up the state are incomplete, and in some 
cases are missing altogether. The indications, being computed on the figures in 
hand, point to a repuplican pluraiity in the counties above the Harlem of about 
100,000, tu offset which the democrats can produce only the 80,000 plurality of Great- 
er New York. 

Tht soldier vote will not be counted until December Ist, but it is not likely 
that the ballots from the camps will materially alter the result. There would 
seem to be the greater probability that the majority for Roosevelt will be in- 
creased. 

The figures on congressmen are not accessible at this hour, but there are indi- 
cations that the democrats have made some gains in New York city districts.

November 8&.—(Specia 1.—A democratic cyclone swept North 
The next house will be democratic by 60 majority and the sen- 
ate by 30 majority. The democrats elected their entire judiciary ticket and seven 
congressmen certain, with the other two close. Fusion was utterly routed and 
undone, and tonight the negroes are cursing the populist office-seekers, who fast- 
ened themselves upon the republican party's neck. 

The fusion majority of 40,000 two years ago has been replaced by a demo- 
cratic majority of not less than 20,000. Negro domination will be succeeded by 
white supremacy. The cause of a decent, honest government has triumphed 
over the aljiance of the blacks and their white fusion populist aids. 


There Was No Rioting. 


Not a riot has been reported. All the black belt counties send word that the 
election passed off quietly without excitement. This is due to the fact that the 
whites were united, determined and armed. The preparations which they made 
to meet trouble, diverted it. In a number of the black belt counties along the 
coast the negroes either did not go tothe polls or voted the white ticket, This 
was notable in New Hanover, Richmond, Robeson, Fdgecomb and Halifax coun- 
ties, where large republican majorities were reversed. 

The red shirt demonstrations of the week left no doubt in the fusion mind 
that a collision between the races at the polls would result in the extermination 
of one side or the other. In some counties, Granville for instance, the the ne- 
gzroes voted solidly but quietly. In Craven and other negro counties, the fu- 
sion- majority was greatly reduced. Craven, the county seat of which 1!s the 
quaint and picturesque and old city, Newberne, gave a republican’ majority of 
400. Two years ago the republicans carried Craven by 14 majority. 


Fusionists Were Badly Left. 


There seems fo b& no doubt’that the @democratic nominee for the senate fm 
that district, Mr. James Bryan, is elected. Indeed fusionists cannot count as ab 
solutely certain’ more than one senator out of the whole fifty. Nine other sena- 
torial districts are close and it will take the official count to determine the result, 
but the democrats are sure of forty. Twe years ago they elected only five. 

This shows the extent of the revolution which was peaceably wrought today.

Secreted in Bushes Near, Ready 
To Do Bloody Work Should 
There Be Any Occa- 
sign for It. 


Wilmington, N. C., NOvember 8.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The situation here tonight is more 
serious than at any period of this cam- 
paign The entire c'ty is under arms. 
Negroes are assembled at the polls of 
the various negro precincts, prepared (to 
resist any smashing of ballot boxes or. 
the stealing of votes. 

In one precinct polling place there are 
three negroes and twenty-one white men 
counting the votes. Around this polling 
place, lying in ambush, there are perhaps 
five hundred red shirts and fifteen hundred 
negroes. The white men are armed gen- 
erally with winchesters, while the negroes 
have old army muskets, shotguns or pls- 
tols, There are six white men standing | 
under cover just at the entrance of the 
door, while twenty or thirty feet away 
a dozen negroes, with pistols in hand, are 
pacing to and fro in front of the building. 
No one speaks above a whisper, but feline- 
lke, starts on the crack of a stick or the 
least noise. Both sides are in dead earn- 
est. 

Several shots have been exchanged but 
no “hits” reported. Street cars are de- 
serted in the early part of the night. The 
glasses were splintered by rocks and sev- 
eral passengers were wounded. 

Negroes Hidden in the Weeds. 

The locality of the precinct alluded to is 
peculiarly advantageous for the negroes 
in an emergency, and they know it. Hun- 
dreds are secreted in nearby high weeds, 
ete., from which deadly volleys could be | 
poured into focl-headed red shirts, who are 
absolutely indifferent to their precarious 
position. Every white man going in the 
vicinity is ordered by the red shirts, sta- 
tioned several blocks away to tie hand- 
kherchiefs around his arm that red shirts 
in the bushes may know a friend ap- 
proaches, as there are no lights in that 
section of the city, which is in the sub- 
urbs. The negroes have broken every 
street lamp and everything is in darkness 
except immediately in front of the polling 
house, 

Your correspondent’ has just returned 
from a precinct where he was conducted 
to the red shirts in the bushes by a secret 
route. A thorough investigation of the 
grounds revealed about the stated facts. 
A few rods from the polling house it is- 
dangerous to rustle the weeds or make 
any noise, lest a rock or bullet comes 
whizzing too uncomfortably near. 

Specials from Craven and Robeson coun- 
ties show democratic majorities.

He did not get off until he reached 
Raleigh. Negro-ridden Wilmington sends 
good reports. No trouble occurred there. 
The winchester and the rapid fire gun 
which the whites had bought preserved the 
peace, and the county (New Hanover) gave 
500 democratic majority. Crime has been 
epidemic in Wilmington and-.the whites 
were determined. 
A Remarkable Campaign. 

The campaign which closed with today's 
election has been pitterly fought. It was 
one of the most remarkable political con- 
tests ever fought. All the southern states 
have had struggles in which the whites 
and blacks fought for political supremacy. 

Here in North Carolina the negroes had 
more at stake than offices and salaries. 
They had a dream of sovereignty, of black 
statehood. They hoped to gain absolute 
contro] of the political machinery as a 
means to an end and the end they had in 
view was to completely negroize North 
Carolina. 

It was their aim to invite their race here 
from al] other states and solve the race 
problem by concentrating the race ‘here. 
Instead of going to Africa or moving to a 
western territory they proposed to colo- 
nize North Carolina. They have a large 
population here now. They would have 
very little trouble in swelling fheir number 
to 1,000,000. With the political machinery 
of their party in their hands and 1,000,000 
population, it would be next to impossi- 
ble for the whites to dislodge them or to 
contro] them. They ‘have been using the 
white republicans and populists who co- 
operated with them, simpiy as tools. Had 
they carried today’s election, they would 
have no further use for their white allies 
and two years hence would probably ig- 
nored Russell and all his crew. 

The negro is ambitious to have a state 
of his own—one where he can be elected 
governor, United States senator and judge 
as well as legislator, congressman and 
bailiff. Among all the southern ‘states, 
this one was most npn him. 

The whites thhave not so la a majority 
here as in most of the other states. Then 
the whites have been divided here, giving 
the blacks the balance of power. By shrewd- 
ly using this power, the negroes have de- 
manded office and they have obtained 
many positions. They filled 100 offices in 
New Hanover county. Although they paid 
less than 10 per cent of the taxes there, 
they drew 65 per cent of the school fund 
for their schools. In the town of Greenville, 
Pitt county, they paid less than 10 per 
cent of the taxes into the city treasury and 
paid out to their own official representatives 
in salaries more than 5) per cent of the to- 
tal tax collections. 


The Race Issue.

governor or the legislatur named some of 
the councilmen and of course they did not 
select democrats.

The weekly newspapers here, 
w.th a combined circulation of 45,000, re- 
produced it, and the democratic campaign 
committee had 50,000 copies printed in cir- 
cular form and distributed. This made 
more than 198,000 copies of phose articles 
which were put in the hands of voters in 
the state. It has been estimated that The 
Constitution's Nort Carolina expose was 
worth 26,000 votes in Georgia. 

Modesty forbids even a suggestion of 
the estimate made in this state, but the 
leaders afe very kind in their division of 
the glory.

They made a thorough 
canvass, and there was presented some of 
the active scenes of hot campaigns which 
had been previously witnessed in Georgia.

The Returns Are In. 
From the returns: printed below, it will 


be seen that the counties which have hith- 
erto been held by the populists have re- 
turned to their democratic moorings. The 
gains of Mr. Brantley have been uniform 
all over the territory, bringing back into 
the fold hundreds of voters who have for 
years been estranged from the party. In 
| Coffee county, for Instance, Mr. Brantley 
has secured a majority, as in Wayne, and 
in Appling. Irwin gave him a majority of 
3, while Laurens has given a democratic 
majority of nearly 500. To state it in brief, 
Mr. Brantley has carried every county in 
the district, so that now Georgia is once 
again the solid. banner democratic state 
which it was in days past, with a delega- 
tion in thorough harmony with the party 
managers, and bent upon the achievement 
of all of its purposcs. 

The detailed votes are only presented be- 
low from the eleventh district, for the 
reason that in the other districts, there be- 
ing no other opposition worthy of the name, 
repetition is unnecessary. 

GLYNN COUNTY. 

Brunswick, Ga., November 8.—(Special.)— 
At this hour returns from eleven out of 
eighteen counties in the eleventh district 
give Congressman Brantley a majority of 
3,200, with Brooks, Echols, Ware and other 
strong democratic counties to hear from, 
indicating a total majority of over 5,000. 
The majority at 8 o’clock exceeded that of 
1896, with eight counties to hear from. 
Glynn county gives Brantley a majority of 
700 out of 1,200 votes cast. 

Two significant facts are connected with 
Glynn’s vote. Glynn is the headquarters 
of the eleventh district republican execu- 
tive. There are 300 more negroes register- 
ed in Glynn than whites. The whites of 
both local political factions voted solidly 
for Brantley, only five votes being cast 
against him. The 300 negro registered ma- 
jority was overcome and 700 majority piled 
up as a token of the people’s apprecfation 
of Congressman Brantley'’s worth.

Considering the very large vote in our dis- 
trict and the fusion we have had to fight, 
this is a great victory, and I am deeply 
gratified.”’ 


LOWNDES COUNTY. 
Valdosta, Ga., November 8&.—(Special.)— 
The election passed off quietly here today. 
Colonel William G. Brantley carries the

precincts and one doubtful county to hear 
from. If the populists in this precinct turn 
out and vote solidly, Brantley’s majority 
may be reduced to 200.

It is the home of the 
Talberts, the cradle of republicanism in 
Abbeville county. Because of this fact, it 
is said, the negroes, acting un- 
der instructions, went to the box 
in larger numbers than any other 
in order to give R. R. Talbert, candidate 
for congress, a larger vote. It is also 
stated that the negroes were armed with 
winchesters. 

From parties returning from Phoenix 
late this evening it is iearned that the 
negroes had a separate box in charge of 
T. P. Talbert. into which such as could 
not vote in the regular boxes would de- 
posit certificates that -they were not al- 
lowed to vote for R. R. Talbert for con- 
gress, which certificates he expected to 
use in his contest for Latimer’'s geal. 

Mr. Etheridge attempted to take charge 
of it and was shot dead by one or more 
of the negroes who were crowding around 
it. Immediately the few white men who 
could procure arms or had them opened 
fire on the crowd and continued to shoot 
them as they ran. It is not known defi- 
nitely how many negroes were hit nor how 
seriously. T. P. Talbert was seriously 
wounded, but managed to reach this home 
a mile off. He was still living at sundvwn 
and is not likely to be further molested, 
as he has never been prominent as a lead- 
er. The white people, several hundred 
strong, are well armed, cool and deter- 
mined, and if the leaders in today's trou- 
bles are caught tonizht no power on 
earth can save them from a lynching. At 
dark everything is quiet at Phoenix with 
masters of the situation, but 
the negroes are supposed to be congregat- 
ing about two miles distant and no one 
can conjecture what the night will bring 
forth. 

Mr. Etheridge was a quiet and well-to-do 
citizen. He leaves a wife and several] chil- 
dren. The latest authentic information is 
that John R. Tolbert has been dangerously 
wounded an@ his little nephew, son of E. 
L. Tolbert, who was 1n the buggy with 
him, instantly killed while on their way 
home late this evening. While a party 
of white men from Greenwood was return- 
ing from Phoenix tonight they were fired 
on from ambush and M. J. Younger, Cros- 
well Fleming and a Mr. Miller were badly 
wounded and are now at A. C. Stockman’s, 
five miles from here.

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Appropriations and Taxes. 

In another column we print a letter 
from School Commissioner Glenn, in 
which he makes an interesting: plea for 
the integrity of the school fund. His 
arguments are excellent, and his desires 
do credit to his anxiety to further the 
cause of education in Georgia. We 
can indorse everything he says, and 
still maintain that it would be better 
to reduce the schoo! appropriation and 
all other appropriations of any sort 
whatsoever than to confiscate the prop- 
erty of the people by an increase in the 
rate of taxation. Commissioner Glenn 
knows that in ordinary times and under 
ordinary circumstances, he has never 
failed to receive the sympathy and active 
support of The Constitution in all his 
efforts to further the cause of education 
in Georgia. We have taken up his re- 
ports, discussed them, and indorsed his 
recommendations, and have done all in 
our power to aid him in the objects 
which he has in view. 

We may say further, in order to stop 
the mouth of misapprehension, that, as 
an original proposition, The Constitution 
is not in favor of reducing any of the 
appropriations that have been made 
heretofore. If the condition of the peo- 


ple warranted it, we should be glad to | 
see an increase all along the line, and | 
we should favor a more liberal policy in | 


dealing with all the departments. 


But the state is confronted by a con- | 
dition of affairs which the most liberal- | 


minded must recognize and take into ac- 
count, 
be just, and the situation, as it exists, 
demands that the men who have control 
of legislation shall not only provide 
for a deficit in the treasury, but that, in 
doing so, they shall remember the tre- 
mendous vacuum that has been created 
in the resources of the people by the 
gold standard. 

Therefore, while we may that 
Commissioner Glenn's letter is interest- 
ing—moving, even—we must add, in 
justice to the people, that there are other 
things equally moving; that there are 
other considerations quite as important. 
The revelations made with regard tothe 
financial condition of the state show 
that if the appropriations already made 
are to remain intact for the ensuing 
year, the tax rate must be increased 
from $6.21 on $1,000 to $6.94. Commis- 
sioner Glenn seems to think that the 
school fund has been singled out from 
among other appropriations by The Con- 
stitution, but in this he is mistaken. We 
have merely pointed out that the $400,- 
000 increase last year contributed large- 
ly to the condition of affairs which now 
exists; but this is nothing new. The 
Constitution, with every desire to pro- 
mote the cause of education here and 
everywhere, sounded a note of warning 
when the proposition for an increase 
was made by the legislature. It was 
not heeded; but now the sudden dis- 
covery is made that, if the appropria- 
tions for all purposes are maintained at 
their present level, there must be a 
further drain upon the resources of the 
people. 

The school commissioner will have 
plenty of company should the legislature 
begin to apply the knife to the various 
\ appropriations. There will be kicking 
ahd squealing in every department, and 
we shall hear what are called “ringing”’ 
protests against the aim of the legisla- 
ture to reduce the expenditures of the 
state to a level with the resources of 
the people. There is, in sight, a net 
deficit in the treasury of a million and 
a half. This will have to be provided 
for by the present legislature, and when 
the provision is made it will have to 
include a far-reaching reform in our 
present methods. In short, the state’s 
outgo must be reduced to fit the reduéed 
resources of the taxpayers, or there must 
be another grab at these resources.

| School fund of $1,650,000 and the pen- 


sion funds amounting in the aggregate 
to $640,000. ‘As to pensions, The Con- 
stitution desires to see every indigent 
and needy veteran and every needy 
widow of a veteran cared for out of 
the state’s bounty; but the time has ar- 
rived when the state should announce 
that it is not just to confiscate a part 
of the property of the toiling mass@s to 
pension those who are living in ease 
and comfort and who do not need help. 

The Constitution believes in that sort 
of progress which is marked by the 
erection of new schoolhouses and the 
advancement of learning, and it believes 
heartily in the patriotic impulses which 
invite us to pension the ex-confederate 
veterans and their widows. But it also 
belfeves in doing justice to the people. 
There is neither progress nor patriotism 
in any measure which subjects them to 
unjust and unnecessary taxation. Com- 
pare the condition of the taxpayers in 
1883, when the tax rate was 2 1-2 mills— 
$2.50 on the $1,000—with their condition 
today! The farmers were selling their 
cotton for 10 cents a pound, and their 
farms had a corresponding value; the 
workingmen were receiving good wages; 
property owners could dispose of their 
real estate or their improved property 
at something like real value. Today, 
as cotton dealers in Atlanta know, the 
farmers do not gét on an average, 41-2 
cents a pound for their cotton, and they 
could: hardly give their farms away if 
they desired to get rid of them, In the 
same proportion, other forms of prop- 
erty have lost their value. 

It is this disappearance of values 
that has reduced the income of the state 
just as it has reduced the incomes of 
all individuals except those who. have 
fixed salaries. The state has recouped 
itself to some extent by more than treb- 
ling taxes, but property owners cannot 
increase rents and values, workingmen 
cannot increase their wages, and farm- 
ers cannot increase the price of their 
cotton. This being so, there must be 
a limit get to the state’s expenditures, 
and the limit must be well within the 
income. If justice is to be done to the 
people, if their condition is to play any 
part in the programme, appropriatiéns 
should be cut all along the line to a 
point where the present rate of taxation 
may be reduced. That would be true 
wisdom, that would be genuine econo- 
my; and the people would applaud the 
movement, and reward those who placed 
themselves behind it. 
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The Result in North Carola. 

News from North Carolina at a late 
hour this morning shows that the demo- 
crats have been guccessful in rescuing 
their state from the awful evils of negro 
domination. It is to be regretted that 
the white people so far forgot them- 
selves in the first instance as to permit 
their state to fall away from the con- 
trol of the intelligent voters and prop- 
erty owners. There was but one ‘way 
to accomplish such a result, and the 
malignant politicians took full advan- 
tage of it. 

In the first place, the white farmers of 
the state were deceived by the populist 
movement. That movement was de 
scribed as an improvement on democra- 
cy, and in the vain hope of obtaining 
relief by means of the new organization, 
a great many farmers deserted their 
own party and placed themselves under 
the leadership of the most selfish and 
reckless set of politicians the country 
has ever seen. Some of the farmers, 
in the course of events, saw the folly and 
danger of the new movement, and re- 
turned to the democratic party. Perceiv- 
ing that such defections would most like- 
ly increase instead of diminish, the reck- 
less leaders advocated fusion with the re- 
publicans. Men who claimed to be 
more democratic than the democrats 
themselves were keen to join the re- 
publicans in an effort to secure the of- 
fices. 

In a little while the fusion was a 
success. and then came the division of 
the spoils. In North Carolina, as in 
Georgia, the republican party is a ne- 
gro party, and the negroes secured the 
bulk of the offices. It is not necessary 
to go into details. The result in North 
Carolina was what might have been 
predicted where ignorance, irresponsibil- 
ity and dishonesty join in the admini- 
stration of public affairs. Spoliation, 
corruption, recklessness and a total dis- 
regard for the present or future welfare 
of the state have marked the course of 
negro domination in North Carolina. 

The intelligence and property of that 
state need make no apology or ekplana- 
tion for the lengths they have had to go 
in ridding the state of this form of po- 
litical polution. There is not a state 


| in the north where the people would 
have submitted to such a condition for 
three months. They would have inau- 
gurated a revolution in less time than 
that; whereas, the peophqof North Car- 
olina have displayed a wonderful amount 
of patience and self-control. 

Now that the democrats are in con- 
trol they should take prompt measures 
to prevent a repetition of the disgrace- 
ful experience through which they have 
passed; and they should remember, too, 
that the negroes are far less to blame 
for their attitude and the part they have 
taken in the state than the white men 
who have acted as their leaders and ad- 
visers. . 
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The Result in New York. 

Theodore Roosevelt, the republican 
nominee for governor of New York, has 
carried that state by a small majority. 

The democratic majority in Greater 
New York is more than offset by the re- 
publican majority from ‘up the state,” 
and Roosevelt’s majority will approx!- 
mate 20000—a narrow margin, consider- 
ing the large vote polled, and the vig- 
or with which both sides contended for 
supremacy. 

After all, the democrats of New York 
have much on which to congratulate 
themselves. The party is well organ- 
ized; its conflicting elements have been 
united, and the organization presents a 
solid front for the great national con- 
test of two years hence. The party finds 
itself in good condition notwithstanding 
its defeat. The most conspicuous and 
gratifying feature of the contest has 
been the elimination of factional lines. 
The bolting element which threatened 
disturbance two yéars ago, and which 
took open issue with the national or- 
ganization, has drifted back to its prop- 
er place, and there is now practically no 
division in the recognition of the regu- 
lar party organization. Democratic suc- 
cess at the sacrifice of the regular or- 
ganization of the party would have 
done more harm than good, and the 
democrats of New York are to be con- 
gratulated on the admirable manner in 
which they have. rallied to the regular 
organization of the. party and on the 
superb fight*they made against the tre- 
mendous oddg which confronted them at 
the threshold of the contest. 

There was probably but one republi- 
can in New York who could have led 
his party to victory, and he was found 
in the person of Theodore Roosevelt. 
There can be no doubt that the glamor 
of his leadership of the Rough Riders in 
the Cuban campaign gave him thousands 
of votes which he would not otherwise 
have received. Following so closely 
upon the successful termination of the 
war with Spain, in which he was a pic- 
turesque figure, Roosevelt entered the 
contest a much stronger man than his 
party, and the element of personal pres- 
tige lent by his candidacy was enough 
to give the state to the republicans. The 
victory, therefore, is more of a (personal 
one for Roosevelt than a triumph for 
his party. 
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As to Married Teachers. 

In the proceedings of the boards of ed- 
ucation of New York and Chicago much 
attention has been given of late to the 
question as to whether married women 
should be permitted to remain as teach- 
ers in the public schools. 

In Chicago, where Dr. Andrews is now 
superintendent, he has expressed the 
opinion that “each application of a mar- 
ried woman should be decided on its 
merits,” a statement which means that 
if she has a husband living and if she 
ought to be with him, it is her duty to 
stay there, In New York, however, the 
rule is hard and fast that married wo- 
men cannot be employed in the public 
schools. 

The results which are aimed at, both 
in New York and Chicago, are evidently 
-n the right direction. It is the duty of 
every husband to support his wife, and 
there should be no countenance given 
on the other hand, to that neglect of 
the household which is sure to occur 
where the wife and mother seeks an em- 
ployment which will cause her absence 
from it. The highest place a married 
woman can occupy is at her own hearth- 
stone, and it is her own misfortune if, 
in? marrying, she does not have due re- 
gard of this fact. As long as there is 
a sufficiency of single women, who have 
no one upon whom to depend, to fulfill 
the requirements of teaching school, the 
places should go to them. There are 
physical as well as moral reasons why 
married women should not go outside of 
the home circle. Of course this condi- 
tion does not exist in the case of wo- 
men of intelligence and eligibility dther- 
wise, whose husbands have deserted 
them and from whom they can receive 
no assistance. 

All of this would lead school boards 
to the adoption of Superintendent 
Andrews’s advice when he _ declares 
“that the simplest rule would be one 
barring married. women from teaching 
so long as their husbands are alive.” 


Well, the democrats did 
considering everything. ‘ 
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The way to reduce taxes in Georgia 
is to reduce expenditures.

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CLVALRY ON THE TRANSPORT. 


Six Troops of the Fifth on the Michi- 
gan at Savannah.

From State Commissioner Glenn. 
Editor Constitution—Your double-leaded 


and double-column editorial in Sunday’s | 
Constitution headed “A Plain Talk on State | 
Taxation” brings on more plain talk. In | 


the tirst place you seem to assume that the 
public school is responsible for the deficit 
in the treasury and for the present high 
tax rate. You are wrong in both of these 
conclusions. The legislature has never in- 
creased the school fund of the state without 
making a tax levy to meet it. If the legis- 
lature has made appropriations for other 
institutions and other causes without levy- 
ing a tax to meet the appropriations, I 
have nothing to say about that, but your 
editorial, unintentionally no doubt, is liable 
to be misinterpreted, not only at home but 
abroad, in that it makes the impression 
that Georgia is overtaxing herself for 
school purposes, and that the school fund 
and the pension fund are responsible for 
the present depleted condition of the treas- 
ury. I confine myself in this discussion 
entirely to thé school fund. Let me give 
in the first place the actual school fund of 
the state for the present year. The sources 
of the school fund for the present year are 
as follows. :

10u will observe that to raise the direct 
appropriation of $1,000,000 it is only neces- 
sary tO .evy a tax on $412,000,000 of property 
on the tax digest of the state, an amount 
a little less than two and one-half mills on 
the dollar. Outside of the poll tax the 
other sources of the school fund do not 
affect the people at large. The question 
simplified then is this: is a tax of two and 
one-half mills on the dollar too much for 
the public schools of the state? Let me re- 
mind .you in this connection that there are 
only three states in the union that a:e pay- 
ing an average aimount per tax payer for 
public schools less than Georgia is paying. 
The ayerage amount per tax payer for 
Alabama for children of. school age is §1.28, 
for North Carolina $1.32 and for. South 
Carolina it is $1.64. Georgia comes next in 
the list, and the amount is $2.28. The 
amount per tax payer in Massachusetts is 
$20.57, in Rhode Isiand $15.03, in New York 
$16.12 and in Nevada, even, it is $22.41. The 
$2.25 per tax payer in Georgia, let it be re- 
membered, included all of the school fund 
mentioned above and about $600,000 raised 
by local taxes in the towns and cities. 
Surely, Mr. Editor, you are not seriously 
contending that the people are taxed too 
much for school purposes in Georgia when 
our school fund, all told, is tess than $2.50 
per child of school age and only $2.28 per 
adult, tax payer. and less than $2.50 per 
thousand of the taxable property returned 
on the digest. 

l beg to remind The Constitution of an- 
other matter in connection with this qtues- 
tion. When three distinguished gentlemen 
of Georgia were running for governor a 
few months ago, every one of these gen- 
tlemen pledged himself absoluteiy and un- 
equivocally to stand by the school fund of 
the state. Nothing that was said on the 
platform in that heated contest received 
more hearty applause than the expressed 
determination on the part of the candi- 
dates for governor to a liberal support of 
the people’s schoois. I venture to .ffirm 
also that no man today could be elected 
governor of Georgia or, as for that matter, 
be elected to either house or the senate, 
who would dare come before the peuple 
with a proposition to injure the common 
schools of the state by cutting the appro- 
priation for that purpose, 1 have shown 
you in the above figures, and they are ta- 
ken from Dr. Harris’s last report, that 
Georgia is doing less per tax payer for 
public education than any other Fiate ‘in 
the union except Alabama, North Carolina 
and South Carolina, and knowing Our €cu- 
cational needs as I do, the proposition to 
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cut the school fund sounds to my car sim- 
| ply monstrous. 


I cannot believe, Mr. Editor, that if you 
had the power you would cut that fund. 
It is the children’s fund, and it is a sacred 
fund, and the men that would lay violent 
hands upon it would strike the innocent 
heads of 670,000 children who could only Hft 
up their innocent hands in helpless protest. 

Besides, Mr. Editor, the people of Georgia 
do not desire. the school fund cut nor do I 
believe that the present legislature would 
seriously consider any such proposition, A 
reduction of the school fund is not the 
remedy to apply to_the situation. Comp- 
troller Wright and Governor Candler have 
pointed you to the proper remedy. <Accord- 
ing to the reliable estimates the taxable 
property of the state ts in the neighborhood 
of $800,000,000. Only about half of the real 
and personal property of the state is pay- 
ing taxes. Let The Constitution join the 
governor and the comptroller and the legis- 
jature in putting upon the statute books a 
law that will reach the property that is 
now not paying taxes and equalize upon 
all the burden of taxation. If this is done 
our present tax rate can be 1educed any- 
where from 331-3 to W per cent, and the 
schoo] fund and the pension fund could 
‘ems as they are. 
 ~ his connection it ought to be said over 
and over again until it is burned into the 
very hearts of the people of Georgia that 
the tax levy for crime in the state is a great 
deal more than the tax levy for education. 
The tax to build and maintain courthouses 
and jails, to try, and convict, and punish 
criminals is more than the tax levied for the 
support of the schools year by year. The 
tax that is hardest to pay is the tax levied 
for machinery to control criminal classes. 
Atlanta has been twenty-five years accu- 
mulating $243,800 in schoolhouses. In one 
vear she has built a great palace of a jail 
costing $175,000. The criminals that are 
lodged in this fine jail do not come from 
Atlanta schools, nor do the criminals any- 
where come from well-ordered schools. If 
we neglect our children and allow them to 
go to the bad, they become infinitely more 
expensive in the end than in the beginning. 
The state must spend its money on one end 
of life or the other. The object of the pub- 
lic schools is to save the children. The 
more we increase the efficiency of the 
public school, and make it a means of con- 
verting innocent and happy childhood into 
useful and honorable citizenship the less 
need will there be for levying taxes to 
punish criminals. The public school fund 
of this state is entirely inadequate even as 
it is to give our children the training for 
practical and helpful usefulness that the 
next decade will demand of our children. 
Under present conditions, however, nobody 
will ask for an incfease in the fund; but 
in the name of every defenseless and help- 
less child in the state, in the face ofenew 
conditions that are fronting our children 
every hour and demanding for them more 
and more practical education, in 
the name of rapid progress 
that is being made all over 
this world, let us not stop the wheels. of 
our growing civilization by closing the 
doors of our schoolhouses ope’ single day 
when the schoolhouse should be opened to 
the possibilities of Georgia childhood, Yours 
truly, G. R als .

Several notable changes will be 
the personnel of the senate as the result 
of today’s elections. The republicans put 
up strong ciaims of having secured a clear 
majority in the senate, and so they have 
according to the usual methods of com- 
puting; for while they have not heretofore 
had a majority of senators elected 
Straightout republicans, they made 
enough exins to give them such majority 
by today’s elections. 

But this method of reckoning does 
tell the whole story. As a matter of tact, 
the admiaistration has always had a clear 
working majority in the present senate on 
all. questions except that of bimetallism. 
On the great test of republicanism-—accord- 
ing to the administration—the tariff bill, 
the republicans had a majority of ten and 
there has never been a time when this 
majority favorable to the president has 
not existed save on the one question of 
bimetallism—igainst the Gage efforts to 
commit this country more thoroughly to 
the gold standard.

No one feature suggested for the big 
peace jubilee hag caused s0 much comment 
from al] classes of people and has met as 
much approval as the one made in Sunday’s 
Constitution to have a jubilee tournament. 
The main reason perhaps is because of the 
general ignorance of details of this at- 
tractive sport, while its name and results 
have travelled far and wide over the south. 
There have been interstate tournaments 
held in Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana 
that have called as much attenion and 
been as Widely noted as have the Mardi 
Gras yarnivals themselves. There ‘have 
been some tournaments held in Georgia, 
in the past; but they were not on the scale 
of these notable affairs. 

Tournament riding—with 
ceremonies of crowning the quee of 
honor—is «sentially a southern sport; 
and its introduction into the jubilee would 
be a positive novelty, not Only to visitors 
from the north and west, but to many home 
people as well. It is a manly and grace- 
ful sport, demanding good horsemanship, 
coolness and nerve and as correct an eye 
as rifle shooting from trap. 

Each knight chooses his “‘ladie fayre” to 
show his colors on shoulder, or parasol; 
and he rides to win the crown for her more 
than for the glory of gaining the medal for 
himself. 

Many queries have been made as to the 
fact of such a tournament being held at 
the jubilee; and they coma largely from 
Atlanta ladies, and are coupled with the 
‘hope that the event wil) be added. The 
interest has grown rapidly and a number 
of business men have expressed themselves 
as strongly favoring it, both as an attrac- 
tive feature to odvertise, for its real novel- 
ty, and for the talk it will make at a dis- 
tance. One well-known gentleman raid: 

“T think the carnival idea is splendid. 
I have seen big affairs of that sort in 
other southern etates, and my experience 
is that they are more attractive to great 
crowds and that they give greater gsatis- 
faction to them than any military or civic 
parades eyer can. I am in for the tourna- 
ment and will work for it.”’ 

A gentleman from Memphis spoke of the 
excellence of the idea. He said that he 
knew it would attract large crowds from 
Tennessee if that state was represented. 

‘Te arranged on the proper plan,” he 
added. “I wilj come back and ride myself, 
and will bring come other riders with me.” 
A professional gentleman from Missis- 
sippi, now residing here, is very enthusiastic 
over the project. He has been in closely 
contested tournaments in that state, and 
says he will certainly ride here if a field 
of good horseman is collected.

Itis understood that 
Mr. Schlesinger appraves the idea heartily, 
and will bring the matter up at today’s 
meeting of the executive committee, with 
the view of getting the sense of that body.

“The attraction of a tournament is that 
it combines variety and sentiment. Your 
ardent young horseman can show his own 
prowess and at the same time. pay the 
highest compliment to the lady he chooses 
for his sponsor. The ladies are always on 
the qui vive at tournaments, for no_ one 
knows to whom the honors of queens of 
love and beauty and the wreaths for maids 
of honor may fall. To a general throng 
the tournament outclasses the horse race 
in interest, because the decision is delayed 
for so long; and as the balance wavers 
from one rider to another, that interest 
becomes cumulative and intense. I have 
seen hundreds of pretty women stand up 
during a close contest, cheering good riding 
as though they were veritable ‘plungers.’ 

“In my conversation with Mr. Schlesin- 
ger,”’ Mr. DeLeon continued, “I suggested 
a tournament in three events—one for 
novices, one for men who had ridden but 
for former prize winners. This would not 
only amplify the interest, 
to the number of ladies about whom it 
would center; making three queens and a 
triple row of maids of honor. The cere- 
monial of crowning the queens and maids 
with an address in the knightly style of 
John Temple Graves, or some such orator 
from a distant state, would be a very 
beautiful one. whether or not the usual 
coronation ball was held. The parade of 
the costumed knights and the address and 
oath by the judges is also a pretty pageant, 
both through town and at the grounds.” 

Bicycle Tournament Suggeste}. 

Mr. DeLeon further stated that he had 
also suggested to Mr. Schlesinger that a 
decorated cycle pageant through the streets 
to the grofinds, and the addition of a 
“tournament on wheels’’ would be novel 
and attractive. Of this he said: 

“It is an already tested experiment. At 
the Mobile carnival of 1894 I introduced a 
bicycle tournament, the riders costumed, 
all mounted on their decorated wheels and 
riding for rings with their lances, Just as 
the horsemen do.

In this the 
riders were masked, costumed and un- 
known. Their wheels were decorated in 
unique style, and the best one was adjudged 
a handsome gald medal, with other prizes 
to the four decided next in order of orig- 
inality and excellence. There were animals, 
gods, Cevils, ships and even tall buildings 
represented on single wheels and tandems, 
Passing the thronged streets under bril- 
liant lights, with each wheel decorated and 
lantern-lit, it was a unique and most suc- 
cessful parade. I presume _ the Atlanta 
wheelmen couli ‘lay out’ Mobile on such a 
show; and in connection with the absolute 
novelty of a ‘tournament on wheels’ it 
would be a great show for Peachtree 
asphalt.”

The papers of the metropolis 
are inclined to deal lightly with Mrs. Moore 
and are unanimous in laying the greater 
part of the blame for the affair on her ‘hus- 
band. 

The flagrant attempt to “badger a weal- 
thy hotel man,’ as one of the daily sheets 
describes it, ig the sensation of New York 
and the public there is looking with in- 
terest to the outcome of the trial soon to be 
heard. 

The police claim to have discovered a clew 
that may have great weight in the trial of 
Mrs. Moore, since it tends to show that 
there was no agreement between the man 
and his wife, and therefore it is extremely 
improbable that the two entered into a pre= 
arranged plan to blackmail Martin Mahon, 
of the New Amsterdam hotel. 

Captain McClusky, of the detective bu- 
reau, is reported as saying that Mrs. Moore 
came to his office two weeks ago and com- 
plained to officers that her husband was

Mrs. Strahan Gets No Word. 

Mrs. Strahan, the mother of Mrs, Moore, 
has as yet received no communication from 
her daughter and does not know how to ex- 
plain the fact only on the ground that Mrs. 
Moore believes her mother to be still in ig- 
norance of the affair and does not care to 
disturb her mind, since at the trial Friday 
she may come clear. 

It is the belief of some of the friends of 
Mrs. Strahan that the occurrence was due 
alone to the insane jealousy of the husband 
of Mrs. Moore and that the affair in her 
rooms in the Hotel Grenoble would have 
had no significance but for the unreason- 
able suspicions of the husband. ‘The

Some of the facts in the case published by 
the New York papers of Monday evening 
may throw some light on the subject, since 
the news received in this city ‘has been of a 
very incomplete character. 

The statement made before the police by 
the alleged victim of the plot, Martin Ma- 
hon, of the New Amsterdam hotel, is given 
in full in The New York Evening Journal 
and is as follows: 

“When a man is looking down the muz- 
zie of a 48-caliber Colt gun he is quite 
likely to do anything that the man at the 
other end of the gumpeequests him to do. 
Concluding that I either had to sign the 
paper or die, I signed. 

“My relations with the wife of Moore 
were entirely honorable, I had had no idea 
of anything else, and the accusation of 
her husband was, of course, entirely false. 

‘I did not complain at once to Captain 
McClusky, as I was nervous and wanted 
to think the matter over. I didn’t want 
any unnecessary notoriety; but at last I de- 
cided that the only course left open for 
me was to make a complaint.” 

The following clipping contains the state- 
ment of Captain McClusky, of the detective 
bureau, relating to the visit Mrs, Moore 
paig him two weeks ago: 

“A strange development in the case to- 
day was the discovery that Mrs, Moore 
went to police headquarters a week ago 
to complain against Moore. Captain Mc- 
Clusky said today that the woman asked 
to see him, but that as he was not in, one 
of. his men talked with her. Mrs. Moore 
said she had come on a personal matter— 
there had been trouble between herself and 
husband. She was very unhappy, she 
said, and wanted to know how she should 
go about obtaining a separation. She went 
away, the chief of detectives said, saying 
she would return again.”’ 

Manager Leland, of the Grenoble hotel, 
tells in The New York Evening Journal 
of his acquaintance with the Moores: 

‘Manager Leland, of the Grenoble ho- 
tel, said that the Moores, while stopping 
with him, conducted themselves in irre- 
proachable manner. They were modest, 
unassuming and showed preference ta be 
by themselves. They came to the Gren- 
oble about two weeks ago from the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, where they had been stop- 
ping for the past two months and a half.”

Madam Yucca complained to the man- 
agement and objected to lifting the ele- 
Phant because it had grown s0o° much 
heavier since the time her contract was 
made. She has written to George Robin- 
son, the theatrical] attorney of New York, 
asking ‘his advice in the matter and re- 
questing him to tell her whether or not 
She can be made to lift an elephant that 
gets heavier and heavier every day. 

In the meantime the elephant continues 
to grow and Madam Yucca is now strong- 
er than ever. Despite this act, the weight 
of the elephant causes her considerable 
annoyance and it is necessary for her 
to exert all her strength when she at- 
tempts to lift it. 


SOLDIER OPERATED UPON. 


Private Who Was Shot in Athens by 
Policeman Parr Brought to Fort 
McPherson. 

Henry Slosson, the private of company 
K, Two Hundred and Second New York 
regiment, who was shot on Broad street 
in Athens Monday night by Policemen 
Parr, of the Athens force, was brought to 
Atlanta yesterday morning and carried in 
a hospital ambulance to Fort McPher- 

son. 

The wvuunded soldier was accompanied 
by Surgeon F. H. Mills, of the New York 
regiment, who thought it best to bring the 
man to Atlanta, as the operation found 
to be necessary could not be performed 
in Athens.

The operation was 
performed under the direction of Major 
Taylor at the post shortly after the arrival 
of the wounded man and was thought to 
be successful. Last night Slosson was still 
in a critical condition, but the surgeons 
entertain hopes for his life. 

The difficulty which ended in the wound- 
ing of Slosson occurred on the principal 
street in Athens Monday night. Slosson 
and several of his friends are said to have 
been disorderly and Policeman Parr warn- 
ed them to be more orderly. The warning 
did not have the desired effect and when 
the soldier= threatened the officer with 
force he fired into the crowd. Slosson was 
dangerously wounded and Private Mulli- 
gan, one of his agmpanions, was shot in 
the leg, but not badly nurt.

It was thought advisable by those 
who came in contact with her to keep her 
in a safe place, as it was not Known when 
she might become violent. She was Kept 
at the barracks for several days guarded 
by a professional nurse. While there twins 
were born. and she named them Hope and 
Charity. Hope died a few days after birth. 

The little ones were taken tu the Home 
for the-Friendless and Mrs. Francis was 
cared for at the Grady hospital. A few 
days after she was there she suddenly be- 
came very violent. The nurse in charge 
tried to hold her, but being unable to do 
so, called others to her assistance. 

The children in the children’s ward were 
badly frightened, and finally in her mad 
ravings Mrs. Francis escaped from her 
nurses and left the hospital. The police 
were notified, and she was soon recaptured. 

Since that time she has been kept in the 
police barracks for safe keeping. Yester- 
day afternoon she was taken to the Tower, 
where she will be kept in the department 
made especially for lunatics. 

It is said that she is now much more 
quiet than she has been since she became 
violent. She will, however, be taken to the 
asylum in a few days and there kept until 
she has recovered.

THIS 1S THE CRITICAL PERIOD 


By That Time the Treasury Balance Will 
ave Been Wined Out, 


AND THE DEFICIT WILL BE $04,663 


Not Taking Into Consideration the 
School Fund of $400,000 Due on 
July 20th—In Meantime All 
Taxes Due Will Be 
Swallowed Up. 


Governor Candler’s announcement that he 
would not make any appointments or LUsten 
to verbal indorsement of candidates for a 
month has had a prompt effect and yester- 
day, for the first time since he moved into 
the executive offices at the capitol, the had 
the day practically to himself. He devoted 
it almost entirely to conferences with State 
Treasurer Speer and Comptroller General 
Wright, and except for the time spent in 
signing the commissions of the appointees 
on his military staff, he was engaged from 
early in the morning until late in the even- 
ing in considering matters Pertaining to 
state finances and to the fixing of the state 
tax rate for 1899. It is known that he 1s 
opposed to any increaée in the rate and the 
official estimate of the state treasurer, 
Which fixes it at 6%, as The Constitution 
published yesterday, has brought him face 
to face with a condition that he did not 
anticipate when he took the oath of office. 

On Monday Governor Candler, desiring to 
find out just where the state stood finan- 
cially, sent the following letter to the state 
treasurer: 

Atlanta, Ga., November 7, 1898.— 
Hon. W. J. Speer, State Treasurer, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Please furnish 
to this department, at your earliest 
convenience, report of the actual cash 
balance in the treasury on the lst day 
of November, 1898, also the probable 
condition of the treasury on the lst 
day of July, 1899. 

Please make this report as full and 
accurate as possible, so as to show the 
piobable amount of receipts at the 
treasury up to the last named date, 
probable disbursements on all accounts 
on and prior to that day, so as to show 
the condition of the treasury on July 1, 
1899. Very truly yours,

Governor. 


In response Treasurer Speer yesterday 
sent the desired information to Governor 
Candler, in the report printed elsewhere, 
and accompanied it with the following brief 
but significant letter:

Governor Candler also requested some iIn- 
formation from Comptroller General 
Wright on the same line, and it was furn- 
ished with equal promptness. 

Why July Ist Was Fixed. 

The selection of July Ist as a time for 
making the estimate will puzzle people who 
ar> not well posted as to Georgla’s system 
of tax gathering. The Constitution told 
yesterday how the state’s expenditures in 
1897 were $44,626.88 in excess of ‘its Income, 
and that in 1898 we feM behind $302,241.63, 
the tax rate being 5.21 the first year and 6.21 
the second. It was also pointed out that the 
net deficiency on October list last was 
$1 575,015.48, and the estimated tax rate for 
1897 was 6.94—the largest in the history of 
the state. In order to understand why this 
deficiency will be $84,863.00 on July Ist, and 
its startling significance, the following ex- 
planation is given for the benefit of all 
readers who have not hitherto taken the 
pains to post themselves on the subject: 

Georgia’s income is something over three 
million dollars a year and four-fifths of this 
comes flooding into the state treasury dur- 
ing the latter part of November, all of De- 
cember and the early part of January. By 
the first of every year, therefore, the state 
coffers are full of cash and the legislature 
pegs away merrily passing appropriation 
bills. But during the spring months th's 
money is paid out to meet accruing obliga- 
tions and by the Ist of July every year the 
treasury is again exhausted. It is then that 
the fiscal agents of the state have to be- 
gin their high and lofty juggling act, which 
does not cease until the winter comes again 
and brings the deluge of cash from the busy 
tax collectors in each of the 137 counties in 
the state, July Ist is, therefore, the really 
critical time in Georgia’s financial year, al- 
though it has no standing as an official 
date. a ink 

Cash Balance Wiped Out. 

The significance of Treasurer Speer’s re- 
port to Governor Candler will thus be ap- 
preciated. He shows that the three mill- 
ions—$3,474,915.26, to be exact—which the 
state will receive from all sources this fall, 
will not only be swallowed up in the pay- 
ment of the present enormous deficiency 
and in appropriations yet to be made, but 
that on July ist the state’s cash balance 
will be wiped out and we will be in debt 
$84,863.00; unless something is and 
done quickly, to prevent it. This means

When Treasurer Speer came into office he 
received $466,923.08 from his predecessor. 
Hon. R. U. Hardeman. In one year this 
was reduced to $422,246.20. In two years it 
was reduced to $120,004.57. In less than 
three years, according to the official esti- 
mat@ it will have disappeared altogether. 
and a deficiency of $84,863.50 will take its 
place. In other words, Georgia has fallen 
behind just $551,786.58 in thirty months, and 
would some time since had a vacant treas- 
ury had {it not been for the $200,000 loan re- 
cently negotiated in New York. These are 
official figures and will so be presented to 
the legislature in Treasurer Speer’s an- 
nual report, which is just out of the hands 
of the printers. 


As to the School Fund. 

On July %th the second quarterly tn- 
Stallment of the school fund, amounting to 
$400,000, will be due, and it is interesting to 
note that Treasurer Speer calls attention 
to thls fact. Hitherto he has-been able to 
meet this demand upon thim by vartous 
ways and means, but:now he will be abso- 
lutely helpless to pay the teachers, for the 
State cannot borrow $400.000 for any pur- 
pose. Until the last legislature increased 
the direct school appropriation from $600.- 
000 to $1,000,000, it was possible to borrow 
$200,000, which is the limit fixed by law. to 
tide the matter over until fall, and the 
treasurer thas taken advantage of the 
power given him. But now the state al- 
ready owes $200,000, which it is pledged to 
pay out of the first revenues which come 
in, and instead of having a cash balance 
to juggle with the net deficiency on July 
2th will be in the nighborhood of $100,000. 

It will be impossible for the legislature 
to enact any new tax laws at the present 
sesion that can become operative in time 
to materially affect the tax rate now un- 
der consideration, but it is certain that 
they will find a way to get after the tax- 
dodger every thereafter. That is 
plainly the disposition of the majority, and 
where is no minority in sight to protect 
him. The only thing that will hold the rate 
down next year will be the holding down 
of appropriations, and this fact in clearly 
shown in both Treasurer Speer’s and 
Comptroller General Wright's annual re- 
ports. Governor Candler also called atten- 
tion to it briefly but pointedly in his in- 
augural address. Now that the July Ist 
estimate has been made there can be no 
excuse offered by any legislator that he 
was not advised in advance of the certain 
result of making large appropriations. 

Governor Candler declined again yester- 
day to discuss the situation. 

“The figures speak for themselves,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and need no comment. I make them 
public because I belheve all good citizens 
are as anxious as I am to get at the facts, 
and they are just as competent as I am to 
draw conclusions. This is a time for action 
and not for speculation.”

COTTON MEN MAKE A PROPOSITION, 
AATE FIGHT COES 10 THE COURTS 


They Claim Railroads Are Bividing 
the Business, 


WANT THIS DISCONTINUED 


Much Red Tape In Business, 


PROPOSITION WAS MABE LAST MONDAY 


Cotton Men Are Inclined To Believe 
That the Railroads Will Accept 
This Proposition, Although 
They Refuse To Divulge 
Its Contents. 


The cotton men of Atlanta have submit- 
ted a proposition to the railroads which, 
if accepted, will do away with the physical 
pool, which, it is claimed by the cotton 
men, has been é€stablished by the rallroads 
centering inte this city. The railroad men 
deny that a pool ‘has formed, but 
the cotton people persist in their declara- 
tion and a meeting was held to consider 
the question last Monday night. 

The traffle managers of the various roads 
centering in Atlanta to the city 
Monday and that night a joint meeting 
was held between them and the leading 
cotton merchants of this city. A number 
of speeches were made, in which the cotton 
men claimed that they as well as the farm- 
ers are not receiving just treatment 
the hands of the railroads, and speeches 
denying this were heard from the falilroad 
officiais. 

For several 
cussed and just before 
proposition in writing was submitted to 
the traffic managers by the cotton men. It 
is claimed by the latter that this propo- 
Sition does not work any hardships on the 
railroads, but does considerably lessen che 
work of the cotton men, 

It is stated that the proposition does not 
contempiate a lowering of the. rates on 
cotton. The cotton dealers. declare that 
they satisfied with the present rate 
given by the roads, provided they are given 
assurance that the rates are the same to 
a'l dealers. 

The principal objection, they sav, to the 
presert system is the. read tape required 
by the railroads. This, they say, delays 
the shipping of cotton. Mr. W, H. Treze- 
vant was selected by the railroads some 
time ago as the joint agent between them 
and the cotton men and all bills of lading 
on cotton are revised by him, 

Mr. Trezevant is the head of the physical 
but it is not against him, but tue 
system, that the cotton men make objec- 
tion, by means of the pool the railroads 
do no soliciting for business. They know 
that the cotton must be shipped and they 
then arrange through cineir joint agent to 
road haul a certain percentage 
This divides the business 
betweer them equitably, but it destroys 
comnetition and makés the cott¢h man 
seek the railroads instead of che railroads 
the cotton men as furmerly. 

It was the custom iit former years to ship 
cxton from any point railroad, al- 
lowing it to be stopped for compressing 
and grading. This was done on a through 
bill of lading, and was very satisfactory 
to the cotton men. The discontinuance of 
this custom kas some worry 
cotton men, it is said: 

It alleged ¢hat the cotton men went 
before the state raliroad commission and 
asked that the railroads be ordered to 
abandon their physical pool, but that body 
took no action and the cotton men then 
took the matter to the railroads direct. 
The cotton men refuse to divulge the con- 
tents of their proposition until after it 
has been accepted or rejected by the rail- 
roads. 

The answer to the proposition will prab- 
ably be given either this afternoon or to- 
morrow, and many of the cotton merchants 
incline to the opinion that the traffic man- 
agers will accept it. If the proposition is 
not accepted the cotton men are not posi- 
tive what direction they will give the mat- 
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SAYS CZAR IS IN EARNEST. 


Correspondent ‘Stead Has Talked with 
the Ruler of All Russia.

Says the Officers of the Consolidated Sought To Wreck the Traction 
Company, and Failing, Fought ls Financial Arrangements, 


HE TELLS INSIDE HISTORY 


Funny Stoy of a Cuff Botton Lost by 
Mi, Woodruif 


BANKERS FLED, SAYS SPALDING 


The Deal Was Closed, However, and 


Attorney Asserts That the Road 
Will Carry Out Every Prom- 
ise Made to the 
Public. 


JACK J. SPALDING, OF KING & 


Spalding, counsel for the Atlanta Railway 
Company, does not relish the intimat-on by 
President Ernest Woodruff that the Atlanta 


Railway Company had applied for fran- 
chises to boost its stock and then sell it. 
When asked what he thought of the Con- 
_Solidated’s petition, Mr. Spalding said: 

“It shows, in the first place, that the 
Consolidated never intended to build any of 
these lines it was seeking franchises for, 
but that it merely wanted to bottle up this 
territory and prevent anybody else from 
building. They made a great big bluff and 
got caught, and now Mr. Woodruff writes 
this letter in order to kick up a dust and 
raise a cloud with which to hide his re- 
treat. 

“In the next place, it reads very much, to 
me like it was intended to mislead some 
eastern financia] institution with which it 
may have dealings. 

“You see,” said Mr. Spalding, ‘I had in- 
tended to let all these old scores rest and 
have nothing further to say about it, but 
the insinuations cast by this letter upon the 
conduct of the Atlanta Railway Company 
and the people with whom we are 4as- 
sociated has led me to fee] that I ought to 
give some little of the inside history touch- 
ing the conduct of the Consolidated in re- 
lation to this matter. 

“To fully understand the situation it is 
necessary to bear in mind that the people 
who have owned the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany for the last three and a half years 
cemeintothis ownership because they had 
to buy the road under mortgage foreclosure 
in order to protect their bonds. None of 
them were interested in operating street 
car companies, but had invested In these 
bonds, and Mr. Haile and his associates 
succeeded in running the road into the 
hands of a receiver. When these ‘bond- 
holders bought it in they organized the 
present Atlanta Railway Company and 
have been operating it since and my firm 
has been its attorneys all the while. 

“We have urged upon them frequently the 
desirability and necessity of making these 
proposed extensions, in order to round out 
the system of the company, but being mere- 
ly investors and not interested in operating 
street railroads they declined to put up the 
additional money necessary to do the work. 

“Under this management a majority of 
the stock and bonds of the Atlanta Railway 
Company were held by a committee in 
Baltimore and the minority were scattered 
about over the country—there being only 
three minority holders who resided in At- 
lanta,. 

Consolidated’s Alleged Option. 

“A short while since the Consolidated 
people secured an option upon this majority 
stock and also attempted to secure options 
upon the minority stock. While this was 
being done they agreed not to press their 
application for franchises, which had been 
fil with the city council, until after they 
acted upon this option: hence the owners of 
the Atlanta Railway Company took no step

money could be raised to make all of the

‘“*You will remember that one of the many 
points urged by the Consolidatéd before 
the council as to why they should be given 
precedence was the fact that the Atlanta 
Railway Company had remained silent so 
long, and made no application, while they 
knew well at that very time that the reason 
it remained silent was because of the option 
which their people held on the stock which 
controlled the property. 

‘“‘My firm took the matter up with some 
gentlemen with whom we are in close rela- 
tions, and formed a party to buy out such 
of these stockholders as were unwilling to 
raise the money with which to make the 
extensions. The Atlanta Railway Company 
then made application for the additional 
franchises. 

Strikes Trouble in Baltimore. 

“As soon as the franchises were secured 
I went east to close up these financial ar- 
rangements and get the money with which 
to build the extensions. The council acted 
on the evening of the 19th of October, and 
I left that night. Everything was in fine 
shape and was perfectly satisfactory and 
The papers were drawn and 
had been submitted to the attorneys for 
the parties interested and approved by 
them, and were ready to be signed up, in 
about four gr five days after I got to Bal- 
timore. ' 

“On the morning on which the papers 
were to be signed one of the bankers who 
was to put up some $50,000 of the money 
came rushing into the office where I was 
making my headquarters and wanted to 
know if we had accepted a franchise with 
the condition in it that the city of Atlanta 
could regulate our fares? 

“This seemed strange to me, and I won- 
dered where he got his information. I 
explained the situation to him, and he went 
away apparently satisfied, but ne dropped 
out and did not put up the money.

DBATH OF MAJOR D. U. SLOAN

He Expired Yesterday at the Grady 
Hospital. 


WAS WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


He Published a Book of Poems and 
Was Once Connected with the 
National Hotel. 


After a brief illness from blood poisoning 
Major D. U. Sloan, one of the best known 
of the pioneer’ citizens, died yesterday 
morning at 11:40 o’clock at the Grady hos- 
pital, where he -had been taken for treat- 
ment. A number of h’'s old friends were at 
his bedside as well as the members of his 
family when the end came, and Major 
Sloan's last moments were peaceful 
quiet. 

When he died his. breath left so imper- 
ceptibly that it was-several moments be- 
fore those around his bed could realize that 
he was dead, and it was not until the physi- 
. clans at the hospital had announced that 
the end had come that his friends and rela- 
tives Knew. 

Several weeks ago Major Sloan was seized 
with an illness which at first puzzled the 
physicians. After several days, however, 
they decided that he was suffering from 
blood poisoning and suggested that he be 
removed to the Grady hospital, where he 
would be given the constant attention of 
physicians and nurses, 

This was done and 
nurses at the hospital did everything in 
their power for the suffering man, but 
without avail. At the residence of Major 
Sloan in College Park. from which he was 
taken to the hospital, his son, Mr. David 
Sloan, is now critically ill.- The wife of 
Major Sloan was at his bedside when the 
end came. 

The body will be taken to College Park 
this morning on the train leaving the city 
at 8 o’clock. Funeral services will be con- 
ducted in the Methodist church there and 
the interment will occur in the neighboring 
cemetery. 

Major Sloan came to Atlanta fifty years 
ago from South Carolina. He was the 
first telegrapher ever in the city and for a 
time conducted a schoo! of telegraphy, to 
which students came from all portions of 
the south. Later Major Sloan 4d scontinued 
this school and moved to Norcross, from 
which place ‘he returned to Atlanta about 
twenty years ago. 

He then became 
National hotel, but in this venture lost 
money. He published a buok of poems, 
which had a large sale and established for 
Major Sloan an enviable reputation in 
literary fieids. Some years ago he became 
interested in the development of College 
Park and made that place his home. He 
was a consistant member of the Methodist 
church there and had a large number of 
friends in all portions of the state. —
